KIN CHOO, Nov. 13, vin San Franclsco,
Dee, 15.—(New York World Correspondence
—8pecinl Telegram.)—1 took a walk this
morning on top of the great wall that runs
around this town and saw a sight of horror.
Seven Chinese women and three lttle girls
wore dragged out of a well In an oid garden
and Inid stiff and dripping among the faded
flowers, They had drowned themselves when
the Japanese artillery began shelling the
place, fearing the fate that befalls women
when a Chinese victory oteurs. There they
lay, entwined together in a last embrace, a
sllent tribute to the virtue of Manchurlan
waomen, Four wern the wives of prominent
Chinamen, the others were thelr daughters and
mnlds, The victorious army went rambling
on through tho street, Horses and men,
baggage cars, cannon and brilliant pageantry
of the fleld marshals staff swept around the
corner, but none saw the stark fgures—
none but a group of tearful men who were
too cowardly to fight for their homes and the
wir correspondent on the elty wall. Cold-
hearted dastards, they weep and wall when
they see the result of their craven civiliza-
tion, but not a pulse of manhood gtirs.

And yet Kin Choo was onee the home of
chivalry and herolsm. Here the hereditary
knlghts of Manchu planted their cannon 300
years ago and founded a castle olty that
now holds 20,000 people. In  the temple,
betore the forsaken gods of Manchurla, where
countless warriors have sworn alleglance to
their country, a Chinege goldier committed
sulelide while the Japaness army was enter-
Ing the city.

WILLING TO JOIN JAPAN.

Patriotism is dead here, the people hate
the emperor and the government, Already
many of the Inhabitants of Kin Choo have
offered to become subjects of Japan:, They
are more afrald of the Chinese troops than
af the Japanese. Thiz {8 the feeling through-
out North China, and the Japanese are wisely
taking advantage of it; they are stralning
their energles to Teed the people and win
their confidence. In the hospital outside the
walls  the annneae and Chinese wounded
are cared for: allke. Seven hundrod persons
were fed by the army loday. The civil com-
migsloner, Mr, Arlkawa, who is administer-
Ing the loeal government under the direction

. of the fleld marsbal, has punished several

Japanese coolles for stealing, and huas posted
the facts on the gates, that Chinese may
understand that their property is safe. The
etreets, which were deserted when we en-
tered, are now alive with natives. The
Manchurians are beginning to understand
that Japan has not come to tear down, but
to bulld up; that sho carries In her hands
o clvilization too great lo’npprmil o fallen
enemy. AL one swoop the system of squeex-
fng hos been wiped out, and the Japanese
will Insist that It shal? never be re-estab-
lHahed, Before the Japanese troops errived
here the people were plundered by thelr own
countrymen, 1 have it from their own lips.
LYING BULLETINS ON THE WALLS.
On the walls we found one placard an-
nouncing that there had been a battle at
Ping Yang, and that the Japanese were badly
beaten, but that a few were still loitering
around and must be florcely opposed, An-
other placard declared that o few Joapanese
had landed on the Chinese coast at Kyenko
and wero marching through the ecountry.
Chinamen were warned that it they entered
the servicoe of the invaders or assisted them
In any way their heads would be cut off,
Still another placard offered 8 taels a month
for volunteer soldiers, and announced that
800 tacls would be pald for a Japancse pris-
oner and 60 taels for a Japanese head. There
Is an appeal to patrlotism for you, Not one
word about the honor of the country or flag.
On the other hand, the Japanese generals
are admoniahing the soldiers to be kind to
the peseable Inhsbitants for the sake of the
glory to Japan. The army Is accompanied
by Mr. Arign, an accompllished expert in mil-
ftary and International lew, and every step
it takes |8 safely guarded by his hdvies,
Courts are being organized to deal with crime
and overy function of a provisional govern-
ment is belng exercised., After this taste of
Japaness humanity and business-like admin-
istration the Maucburlans will more than
ever object to the eruel mandarin system. [t
would not surprise me if this war resulted In
splitting China into two parts.

Il an haphazard commisglon of
this sort wers granted rebognition China
would be in a position to say hereafter that
the whole affair was too Inslgnificant Tor
conslderation by the court of Peking, and
had been turned over for settlement to the
forelgn olerk of the viceroy,
NOT OFFICIALLY RECOGNIZED.

YMAGATA'S ACTIVE OPERATIONS,

HEADQUARTERS OF FIRST JAPANESE
ARMY IN THE FIELD, MANCHURI, Nov.
20 (via Japan, Nov. 28: via San Frantlzeo,
Dec, 16,)—Immediately after the establishing
of Field Marshal Ymngata's headguarters at
Kiulin, reconnoltering partiezs were sent along
the coast road to the west and by the moun-
taln passes toward the scvernl passes at
which the Chlnere were reported to be posted.
The result of their inspection was that Major
General Oseko recelted orders to proceed to
Talkosan, & point on the shore of the Yellow
soa, near which the great noval battle was
fought, and to take measures for opening up
communieation with the armies of General
Oyama. on the Ledotong peninsulai At the
same (lme he was Instructed io send a bat-
talion northward to the town of Sinyan on
one of the roads to New Chwang, and dis-
place any hostile body that might be found
in the nelghborhood. No difficulty was an-
ticipated In carrying out this duty, which
has already doubtless been fulfilied,

Simultancously with Major General Oseko's
advance, Major Genernl Tatsuml wag dls-
mtc!wd.trnm Hong Whon by the difficult
mountain route toward Moukden. On No-
vember 16 he had passed many fortifled
strongholds, at any of which a powerful re-
slstance might have been made by a resolute
enemy, but which were all hurrledly deserted
ns soon as his approach became known.

SPLENDID DEFENSES ABANDONED.

The strength of some of the defensive
works was extraordinary, and the method of
their construction showed a thorough famil-
larity with modern engineering. At Morlen
and Fushin, where the road runs through
mountaln phsses, numerous forts have been
buflt =0 as to asslst one another, and there
gan be no question that if even a small body
of Chinese hod been really disposed to stop
the way at these points, the whole Invading
army might have been required to dislodge
them. 'The enlrenchments were of earth and
sand, with walls from ten to fifteen feet high
and surrounded by ditches six or eight feet
wide, The supply of artllery and ammunl-
tion was abundant ,and nothing was lacking
but the men to use them, It was a perpetual
surprise to come on these fortifieations all
excellently planned and spportloned as if for
the most despernte service, yet all wvacant
and sllent except for few anlmals left be-
hind. Why they should have been erected was
& question that every one asked and no one
could answer, Most of them were new or re-
cent enlargements of older structures,

Although the columns of Generpls Oseka
and Tatsuml are not united, they are under-
stood to be frequently in touch with each
other and can afford mutual support in case
of peed, The advance guurd of the latter
commander has reached the outskiris of Lao
Yung, a town of conslderable Importance on
the road from New Chwang to Moukden,
about half way between the two cities. A
small party of armed Chinese left Lao Yung
with the usuel speed as the Japanese rode up
to the gates, some making for the old Tartar
capitel Aifty miles to the north, some (urning
te the sea eoast.

MAY NOT ABBAIL MOUKDEN.

It is not known whether the plan of cap-
turing Moukden, which, wntil recently, was
belleved to be Genernl Yamagata's alm, will
now be exeouted. The preparations are not
of a kind that indicates an extension of our
ling to the morth., From Lao Yung the
way I8 open to more attractive scenes, and
there Is not a man in the corps who does
not long for an exchange from the dreary
reglon now occupled to the provinces In
which the great lssues of the war will be
declded. I fortune condemns them (0 a
long and dull winter in the mountains they
will submit as cheerfully as they can, but
they cannot help envying thelr brethren
whose luck assigns them a comfortable en-
campment under the walls of the Chinese
capltal, Whatever destination may awalt the
main body Of the army corps, it seems cer-

Reichstag Refusad to Authoriz: the Prose-
ontion of Socinlist Mambers,

PROPOSAL ORIGINATED WITH THE KAISER

Everybody Anzious to Bee What His
Majesty Will Do Now.

HOHENLOHE PROVING A DISAPPOINTMENT

General Opinion that His Lease of Power
Will Be Bhortlived,

BEBEL SAYS THE GERMANS AR: LACKEYS

Favored Natlon Clavse Prevents Germuany
from Retallating in an Efective Way
Agninst Ameriea~Diseiplinary Powors
of the Relchstng Increasoed.

BERLIN, Dec, 16,—Before the Relohstag
voted this afiernoon on the application of
the public prosecutor for permission to pun-
Ish the soclallst members who on Thuraday
a week ago, upon the opening of the Relehs-
tag, refused to rise and cheer for the em-
peror, the universal opinion was ithat the
government had made a serlous mistake in
demanding that the Relchstag forego lte con-
stitutional prerogatives and authorize the Ju-
dicial punishment of Liebknecht and the
other socialist members on the charge of lese
majeste, It wag known on every slde that
the adverse devision of the Richstag commit-
tee to which the matter was referred hnd o
tremendous influence upon the members and
therefore nobody was surprised when the
Reichatag adopted, by a vote of 168 to b,
the report of the commitier recommending
that permisgsion be not granted to the publle
prosecutor to thke action against the social-
ists. The significance of this declslon can
hardly be overrated, as It s not merely a
defeat of the government proposal, but a dis-
tinet rebufl for the emperor himesell, as it Is
an open secret that e was the author of thls
attempt to make the Relchstag surrender
one of its privileges,

What the emperor will do In view of this
moral slap In the face is n question which
+he people are asking themselves, His well
known obstinacy of character gives promise
that he will not sit quietly by under this
reverse, and a remark which he made In
the course of an animated after-dinner con-
versation at the officers’ mess of the king's
regiment at Uhland during his  stay at
Hanover In the middle of the week Is
attracting attentlon. His majesty sald;
“Durk days are at hand and I hope all of
my ofMcers will meet them unflinchingly."

HAS WEAKENED HOHENLOHE,

The fact that the demand for the prose-
cution of the soclalists emanated from the
emperor has also had a most forcible effect
In Germany and has greatly weakened popu-
lar faith both In the wisdom and in the In-
dependence of the new chancellor, whose
first appearance In the Relchstag in his new
role was quite a disappointment. It Is true
nothing great was expected of him, but the
mechanlcal, unimpressive fashlon In which
he read his speech, sheet by sheet, had a
most depressing effect, even on the conserya-
tives, while the somnolent condition in which
he gat in his chair in the Relchstag today
during the important debates, even making
allowance for the fact that he is somewhat
indisposed, was In no way calculated to en-
hance his prestige. The impréssion now pre-
valls that the Hohenlohe regime will be
short lived unlesgs the chancellor quickly de-
velops o more masterly grasp of the situa-
tion than this big mistake evidences,

The debate, however, was disappointing to
those who expected a sensation. After Raren
had spoken in defense of the committes's re-
port Prince Hohenlohe arose and sald that
they were not ecalled to discuss the remarks,
bul the acts of the soclalists. As the pres-
Ident of the Relehstag had declared that he
had no power to deal with the exeesses com-
mitted, the only course which remained was
to appeal to the courts. (Mocking lnughter.)

“It was known," said he, “that cheers for
the emperor would be called for*'—

Herr Llebknecht her Interposed strongly,
protesting hils ignorance of any such inten-
tlon.

“Why, then," the chancellor rejolned, *“did
you not protest against the most abominable
interpretation placed by Herr Singer upon
your not riglng?"’

This point scored by Heohenlohe elicited
loud erles of “Very good."

“It was this,'" contlnued the chancellor,
“which Induced me to submit the public pros-
eculor's motlon to the Relchslag."

Count von Mirabach sald the soclalists had
placed themselves outside the statutes of the
state, and therefore It was not right that
they should not be prosecuted.

SINGER MAKES REPLY,

Binger then rose and pointed out that the
derisive laughter which followed the chan-
cellor's remark that the only means to pun-
ish soclalists was to ecall in the ald of the
courts came chiefly from the centrist benches
and was a slgn that Hohenlohe did not re-
eeive the centeists support. Voo Mirabach's
contentlon could only be enforced by a viola-
tlon of the constitution,

Von Koeler, minister of justice, sald the
government guarded Jealously the priviloges
of the youse, but punishable offenses were
within the provinee of the courts of jusiice
and it was for the house Lo decide the ques-
tion of the prosecution,

Henningsen assured the house that the
patiopal liberals were unanimously against
the proposal, preferring to inerease the dis-
elplinary powers of the president of the
Relchstag, which were lighter In Germany
than elsewhere.

Tuis aspplication, Bebel claimed, to prosg.
oute deputies for thelr action within the pre-
cihets of Parliament would be Impossible
In Great Britain, America or France. This
assertlon was followed by loud erles of “Go
to France; emlgrate.”

Bebel, continulng amid frequent Interrup-
tions, afirmed that the soclalists in remaining
sitting on Thursday wiek were simply ful-
filling & mandate which they recelved from
their constituents, Cerinans wers wanting
in Independence and public spirits and were
mere lackeys.

The president called the speaker to order.

Raren announced that the centrists, learu-
ing that the resolution to Increase the dle-
olplinary powers of the president of the
Reichstag 40 not emanale from the publie
prosecutor, had declded Lo vote for It

A vote was taken and the Relchsiag
adopted the ocommittes's recommendation

It wae a remark-
able fact, he continued, that the United States,
In contravention of a ¢learly defined treaty,
dared to tax Germany’s sugar, 1t would not
have ocourred, the speaker elaimed, under
Prince Blemarck's regime, Referring (o the
prohibition agalnst the Janding of American
oattle and fresh ment, Count von Limburg.
Stirum =ald that these measures could not
be regarded ne effeciive reprisals,

The debate on the interpretation of Herr
Pasche and Friedberg asking the government
to amend the law for the taxation of sugar
In order to remove the Injuries produced on
the sugar Industry by the imporis placed on
Geraman sugar by forefgn countries was then
droppad,

The anti-revolutionary bill will be taken up
on Monday. 1t is reported In government
clrcles that a bill will soon: be Introduetd for
the purpose of Increasing the safeguards over
the life of the emperor,

The emperor has ordered the Marhle palace
at Potsdam, where he Epent the first few
years of his married life, to e put In readiness
for the crown prince, who will then riceive
hig own court and retinue, The Crown Prince
Frederlck Willlam was barn an May 6, 1852,

WILL PLAY CHESS BY CABLE,

Manhattnn Club Challenges the Britlsh Club
Cto an Internatiopal Contest.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The challenge of the
Manhattan club for a teum mateh with the
British Chess club on five boards at one sit-
ting, the moves to be ecabled by the Com-
mercinl Cable company, has excited Interest
throughou! England., Inguiries have regched
the British Chess club from all parts of
Great Britiain asking for detalls concerning
the proposed contest, and the challenge will
undoubtedly be accepted, The rules and reg-
ulutions ns proposed by the Manhattan club
provide that only the active memibers of the
two clubs elected prior to July 1, 1804, shall
be eligible a= contestants, It is the deslre
of many cof the members of the British Chess
club to mateh the chess players of England
againgt the chess players of the United
States.

WILL SIMPLY (LOOK ON,

Consunls of the Powers Wil Take No Part
In the Armeninn Invesilgntion.

CONSTANTINOPLE, The, 15.—The pro-
poeal that consuls of Great Beitaln, Russin and
France shall net with tfe Armenian com-
mittee appointed to investigate the réported
atrocities of the Turkish soldlery In Armenia
emanated from the porte in consequence of
Great Britain's representations on the sub-
Ject. But it s now stated that the consuls
of the three powers will only follow the com-
mittee's deliberations and make suggestions
regarding the presence and examination of
witnesses, The consuls will not sit with the
commisslon, but thelr presence with the
Turkish commission ls expected to reassure
the population. The porte will be officlally
Informed of the instruections which will be
given to the consuls by thelr respeotive gov-
ernments, and a formal request to the porle
for the permission to send the consuls with
the Turkish commission will ealse be mode
by the powers intercsted In order to facllitate
thelr task.

LONDON, Dee. 16.—(New York World
Cable—Speaial Telegram.)—The sudden death
of Pretident John Thompson, the Canadian
premier, according to Information from an
authoritative scurce communicant to your
correspondent, which leaves no room for
doubit, was directly due to the tedious formal-
itles attending the royal council nt Windsor,
Thie sesslon was abnormally long, lasting one
hour and twenty-five minutes, during the
whole of which time, according to uzage, all
present save the gueen were compelled to
remain standing In a respeetful  attitude
without moving. The severe strain told on
the youngest and most robust of the courtiers
present, and completely  exhausted the
premler. When released from the council
chamber he staggered to a chalr, his
ghastly appearance exclting alarm. He -
medintely beeame sick, and died In seéven
minutes, The accounts of his death were
toned down for the purose in order to obviate
the true conclusion that this distingulshed
official was a martyr to the queen's insisting
on @ rigorous observance of royval forms.
When Mr. Gladstone, the late premier, ex-
pressed Inability to bear the faligue, he was
permitted to sit duriog the royal functions at
Windsgor, but the queen never relished de-
parture from the custom, even in his case,
The queea herself, of late years, I8 always
notlceably exhausted by the tedium of
lengthy counells, and the older minlsters
avold them whenever possible.

WILL TRY A SMALL GAME.

As a result of the consulintion of the
unlonlst leaders, It has been privately de-
glded to raise on the opening of Parliament,
as a breach of privilege, Lord Tweedmoulh's
rejected offer of $10,000 to the natlonalist
party, revealed by Edward Blake In hls New
York speech. The object of ths unionists is
lo declnlmy agalnst the defunet controversy
respecting the Gladstone-Tweedmouth checks.
The motlon Is only possible by the consent
of the speaker, which, owing to its patently
hollow eharacter, he may refuse,

The success of the Russian loan has caused
the deepest chagrin among the tory finaneial
firms here, whieh attempted to boyeott the
loan. They cluim to have suceesded in stop-
ping English subscriptions to a large extent,
and stato that not one-sixth of the loan was
bid for here, including the Rothehilds' own
share, the overwhelming bulk of the sub-
seriptions being from France and Germany.

Smart soeciety Is greally tickled by an
authentic story of the marriage settlements
In the Teck-Grosvenor alllance. The duke of
Westminster originally propoged to allow the
young couple an annual income of $60,000.
The duchess of Teck, belng a digereet woman,
foresaw that if by radical legislation or mis-
fortune the duke's own Income should be
curtalled the allowance might be jeopardiized,
#0 she demanded the capital sum. The dule
reluctantly offered §1,000,000, and this not
being deemed sufficlent by the Tecks, a dead-
fock was threatened until a visit to Wind-
sor. The queen prevailed on the duke to
Inerease It by half a million. The fact that
the duke, who |8 notoriously hard on money
matters, was onldone by the duchess of Teck
is regarded as a record achievement for a
mother-in-law.

SNOW HIDES THE CARNAGHE,

Publle feellng I now thoroughly aroused
over the atrocitlea In Armenin, A great In-
dignation mecting is called for Monday night
in London: Mr. Hagopian, the president of
the Armenian Patriotic nssociatlon, Informed
your correspondent today that the Porte has
already malned one important point by the
delay In dispatching the commission of in-
quiry, The plain of Moosh and the whole
of the Sassoun district I8 now coveréd with
snow from four to six fect deep, completely
destroying all traces of carnage, burying
the bodles of the murdered Armenians and
rendering effectunl personal Investigation at
the gcenes of the massacre lmpossible, 1f
the commission fails to satisfy the Armeninns
they certninly will demand to be placed un-
der the protection of Russia,

NEW TRIPLE ALLIANCE.

England, Russia and France the Latest
Combination In European Politics.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 16.—The Porte
has copsented that the consuls of Great
Britain, Russia and France shall sit with the
Armenian commission, This declslon is re-
garded as a triumph for British diplmacy
and It I8 also slgoifcunt as Indicating the
existonce of an  Apglo-Franco-HRussion
entente,

ATHENS, Dec., 15,—The Armenlan refugees
today recelved information to the effect that
Bakrl Pasha, the Kurd governor of Van,
went on November 25 to the distriet of
Erdjeki and lald the Armenian willages of
Bohazkesen and Hozare In rulns.  His troops,
it s also sald, committed excesses and then
seiged and cruelly maltrented 126 peasants
and imprisoned them on the ground that
they were Insurgents,

WRECKAGE ON THE SHURE.

Msasters In the Paclfle Coast Storm Still
Coming ro Light,

PORT TOWNSEND, Wash.,, Dee. 15—
Much apprehension Is felt in shipping. oir-
cles for the safety of geverel of the coasting
vessels which went to sea a few days prior
to the reecent storms. The fresh lumber
which Is strewn along the beach below Cape
Flattery has been there for the last ten days,
and much speculation is indulged in regard-
Ing the ldentity of the vessel from which It
came. The bark Columbla, lumber laden,
from Port Blakely for San Francisco, passed
Cape Flattery a week ngo today, and was
not in the best condition to weather heavy
storms, which incoming vessels experienced.
Some anxlety is aleo felt for the colller Ger-
manla, bound frony Seattle for San Francleco,
which wsailed. Liecgmber 2. The boats are
keeping a vigilant watch-off. Cape Flattery
for news of veskels In distress,

The Alaska Commerclil company, owners
of the steamer Bertha, has libeled the Brit-
ish ship, Scottish Dales, which was towed
jnto port, dismantléd, for $10,000 salvage.
The wvessel will file bonds for her release
next Monday. The captaln ol the Scottish
Dales offered Lo pay $1,600 salvage.

Crow Saved nt tho Last Moment.

ABERDEEN, Wash,, Dee. 15,—Two sull-
ors from the barkentine John Wooster, lost
in the recent storm, have made an affdayit
recounting the disaster, The vessel left
Seattle loaded with coal for 8an Franclsco,
She began to leak off Cape Foul Weather,
on the Oregon coast. Seas broke over her
and officers and mena were injured by being
dashed against the ship's sldes by the waves,
The barkentine gradually sank deeper into
the water, and the crew lashed themselves
tg the pumps to avold heing washed over-
board, The sea wag too heavy to lower bonts
and just as the men were glving up hope
they were resoued Ly the barkentine North
Boend and landed at Hoagnim, on Gray's
Harbor. Nothing was saved from the ship
except the chronometer and the garments
worn by the surviving eallore,

No Storm s Hunidred Milas Ont.

ASTORIA, Ore, Dee. 16.—The United
States lighthouse tender Columbin has re-
turned from Tillamook Rock, it belng her
sgecond unsuccessful attempt to land supplies
and workmen, The lightkeeper bottled his
report &nd cast it into the sea, where It
was ploked up by the steamer. He bays that
repairs hove so far been made of the dis-
abled lamp at the top of the tower as to
admit of lghting it tonight,

The British bark Lord BElgln, twenty-one
days from San Diego, has arvived In ballast.
Captain Thomas Herbert was surprised when
told by the pilot that a hurrlcane had visited
the coast on Sunday lust. He stated that
the storm must bhave hogged closely to the
const, for 100 miles ot gen It war only an
ordinary winter gale.

ANDY BOWEN DEAD

Gesrge Luvigne's Antagonist in the New
Orleans Fight Has Sucoumbed,

HE NEVER RECOVERED CONSCIOUSNESS

Died Without Opening His Eyes After
Receiving the Knockout Blow,

—

PATHETIC SCENE AT THE DEATH BED

Faithful Wifo of the Dying Pugilist Pegs
for Oue Word from the Silent Lips,

LAVIGNE HAS BEEN HELD FOR MUIDER

All Fartles Connected with the Affaly Under
Arvest, Chinrgod with the Crime of
Killing the Domd Lightwelght—
Opinlons of Fighters,

ORLEANS, Dec. 16~On the gate
of a modest lttle cottage on Thalla
Btrect hangs a stroamer of creps, announcing
fo the passersby thut some one had been
called by the angel of death. Beyond the
portal in n prettily furnished parlor les all
that Is mortal of Andy Howoen, the boest
lightwelght the south hug ever produced and
one of the pluckicst fighters who over en-
tered a ring.

The cottuge Is removed from *the street,
with a pretty flower garden o front, and the
Interior is quietly but neatly furnished, The
dead pugllist had been married for several
years, nnd, desplte his enlling, wos domestlo
In his lfs and hablts and had su:rounded
himeelf with all the comlorts of lfe, His
wife wag walting for him to return from the
fight, hopeful that he would come to her vies
torlous, and some [den may be formed of
the shoek to her nerves when he wis borne
inte the house all but dead. Dut she bore up
bravely under the gtrain, and, with the devo-
tion that had alwaye marked her conduct
toward him, she helped the physiclans and
the friends who came from all gides to mnke
the serely wounded pugllist as comfortable
as pogsible under the tragie circumstances,
The physiciuns who had been eallsd Into
Bowen's room at 4he club accompanied him
home, and, relnforeed by the family physls
elan, remalied with him till the end.

The coroner's Jury declare the cause of
death due to concussion of the brain, but
falled to determine whether [t was produced
by Lavigne's blow or by Bowen's head strike
Ing the floor of the ring. The legal proceeds
Ings In connectlon with the fatal fight have
hardly terminated yet. The grand jury, It
Is thought, will taks the matter up on Mon-
day, and the state's attorney, for his part,
will press to a concluslon the suit agninst the
Olymple club, In which the legitimacy of
these glove contests is Invalved,

MAYOR MORE THAN INTERESTED,

Mayor Fltzpatrick had bein witnesa of the
fight lust night, and was much c.neerned as
to Bowen's condition after he had been cuar-
rlod from the ringside, The mayor had
granted a permit for the contest, and was
naturally anxious that there should not be a
futnl termination. When Bowen was taken
to his home his honor had been led to be-
leve that the man's condition had !mproved,
and the mayor went home, expecting to lenrn
this morning that no serious consequences
was the result, The mayor was shocked
when the news was conveyed to him that
Howen was dead, The first act of the mayor
after reaching his office today was to revoke
the permit for the Dempsey-Ryan contest,
which was to have taken place tonight, The
Auditorlum club had, however, already de-
clared the fight <, In spraking of the re-
voeution of the permit, Mayvor Fizpatrick
eald;  *I do not know what effect the death
of Bowen will bave on pugillsm in the future.
A material point I should say would be the
actunl cause of death, which will be doplded
at the aut psy, 1If death was caused by the
blow which Lavigne struck, then the sport
Is fotal, but If death resulted from Duwen's
head striking the flcor, then the death was
attributable to a elrcumstance which can be'
avolded in the future, and the sport la nvot
fatal, I lhave revoked the permit In o1der
to remove any piesibility of @ repftition of
last night's accident.”

LAVIGNE CHARGED WITH MURDER.

Charges were made agninst the particle
pants In last night's fight, As soon as the
news of Bowen's death became generally
known sports of all kinds began to gather
about the second recorder's court, for |t
was supposed If there were any arrests and
arrnignments  they would be made before
Judge Aucoln, By noon the large crowd
had assembled and the court room was filled,
Lavigne was the principal in the case and
wius arralgned along with his mansger, Sam
Fitzpatrick; Jm Hall and Martin Murphy,
his scconds, and Dilly MeCarthy, Albert
Hpitzfuden and Billy Layton, Bowen's sec-
onds;  CGeorge Consldine, Lavigne's times
keeper, and “'Prof.” John Duffy, the referes
of the fight, Lavigne was charged with
murder, the others being charged as ae-
cengories to the net,  Bergeant MoCabe made
the afMidavit against them and when they
wire all arralgned bLefore Judge Aucoln b2
placed Tavigne under o $10,000 bond and the
others under o $5,000 bond each. Lavigne
wore a sour look. Mr, Guilaume went on
the bonds of Duffy and Spitafaden for $5,000
and these parties were relensed, Mre, D, €,
O'Malley slgned  Lavigne's bond and the
bonds of Billy McCQarthy, Ban Pitzpatrick
and Martin Murphy, Mr. L, A. Gourdain
glgned the bonds of Consldine asd Layton.

Lavigne was asked regarding the death of
Bowen and the arrest of the particlpants
in the fight.

“f pegret It very much, Indeed” e re-
plied. “Howen was a good fighter and one
of the plucklest fellows | ever mot. It 45 a
gross Injustice to me, however, 0 say that
the knockout 1 gave Bowen caured his death,
That blow was hardly a knockout lek at ull,
It was the force of the fall which Xilled
poor Bowen."
